Jailor J. P. Brooks further added 
'to hlB police court laurels this morn- 
Ing when h« was fined $5.00 and cost* 
by Mayor Wooding for tending to 
, create a disturbance by the use of 
i abusive language. 
The abusive lan- 
guage was used last Monday week, 
! and was directed at H. G. Clark, a re- 
porter for The Register, and occurred 
in Sergeant P. H. Bolsseau's office. 
' 
The latest aberration of the city 
| jailor grew out of the request of Clark 
for a permit to visit W. E. Cunning- 
ham, confined in the jail. 
Having 
been refused permission to enter the 
jail by Jailor Brooks, Clark asked 
Sergeant Boisseau for a written per- 
mission to enter the jail to interview 
Cunningh.'An. The sergeant Immedi- 
ately acquiesced in this request, seat- 
jed himself at his desk and was writ- 
'ing the permit when Jailor Brooks en- 
itered the office and, sensing the sn- 
juation, as*ted the 
sergeant not to 


J grant the reporter's request, saying. 
'"Sergeant, I want to ask you not to 
; allow Clark to go into the jail. I don't 
(like him and I don't want him In the 
'jaiL" The reporter replied to this by 
i saying that only malice was behind 
I the Jailor's attitude. The question 
'was raised by Sergeant Boisseau as to 
• articles written by the reporter con- 
'cernlng the jailor, the sergeant say- 
ing that he understood that Clark haa 
•"written up" the jailor a number ol 
times, intimating that thereby he had 
'engendered bitter feeling on the part 
jof the jailor. The reporter admitted 
that the jailor had been the subject 
•of a number of stories, by no means 
'!• complimentary, written ,by him, but 
,that he had written only the truth in 
regard to Jailor Brooks. 
At this the jailor said, "that state- 
ment which yoil (the reporter) have 
•just made is a d 
n He." 
Sergeant Boisseau hereupon jump- 
ed to the side of the reporter as he 
thought that that person had or was 
about to precipitate a fight and said, 
"Here, here, now, now, don't you start 
a. fight here." 
The reporter disclaimed any Inten- 


tion of starting a fight and said that 
these was little danger that he would 
taMC'the 
offensive 
against 
Jailor 
Br^iwi since fhat person was arnica 
wife a large calibre" pistol. 
During the whol- affair in the ser- 
geant's office the reporter had been 
standing in characteristic posture with 


both hands in his hip pockets. Which 
gave the jailor the pretext for launch- 
Ing forth into the following: 
"You needn't put your hands in 


your pockets, Clark. I can beat the 
G-d d....n h--l out of you without 
trying.". 
The reporter let it be known that 
hands in pockets did not necessarily 
mean a threat to draw a gun, nor did 
he take exception to the jailor's pro- 
fane statement that he could beat 
him up, but contented himself with 
saying that he had no Intention of 
fighting- an armed man-and that the 
fact that he did not fight should not 
be Interpreted to mean that he was 
afraid of Jailor Brooks. 
Several days after this occurrence 
a warrant was sworn out against 
Brooks by the reporter for tending 
to create a disturbance by the use of 
profane language. The trial was orig- 
inally set for Saturday, but a contin- 
uance was granted at the request of 
the jailor, who had prisoners to take 
to Staunton on that day. 
The reporter's story of the occur- 


rence was corohorated absolutely by. 
Fireman Will Httdgins, who saw the 
whole affair, in part by Sergeant Bois- 
seau. Jailor Brooks in his statement 
said that the reporter had told a 
"straight ftor/ throughout with the 
exception vt one or two errors." 
An interesting feature of the trial 
was the cross-questioning of the re- 
porter by Jailor Brooks. In this cross- 
questioning the jailor tried to inti- 
mate that the reporter had a "past" 
and was now being sought for some 
(unmentioned. 
maybe 
unmentiona- 


ble) crime by the sheriff Of Green- 
wood county, S. C. 
When all of the testimony was In 
except that, of Brooks, the mayor, 
thinking that the jailor did not wish 
to say anything, announced a fine of 
$5 00 and cost. Jailor Brooks inter- 
rupted at this juncture a"d said hfe 
wished to make a statement and he 
gave his version of the occurrence, 
which differed in no essential details 
from that told by Clark, except as re- 
gards the hands-in-pocket incident. 
In his statement Jailor Brooks as- 
serted In emphatic manner that un- 
der "the law he had sole authority to 
allow anyone to enter the jail; that 
he COU1& keep out anybody that he 
did not want to enter the jail, ev-n 
officers of the law. 
This, if true, 
would mean that Sergeant Boisseau 
had no authority to grant the report- 
er's request to enter the jaiL This, 
despite the fact that the jailor serves 
under Boisseau as superior officer. 
Then Mayor Wooding announced 
the same fine. $5.00 and costs. In 
paying the fine the jailor pitched two 
ten-dollar bills on Sergeant Perkin- 
son's desk and said, "Give me the 
Chance later,"-and hurried from the 
room It was feared that he had hur- 
riedly left the court to precipitate an 
encounter with the reporter, 
but

The inducements against the five 
men revealed an unusual story which 
was unfolded by Clay today in open 
court. What he said was substantial- 
ly this: That Belt Chandler was 
taking a ride several days ago be- 
tween South Boston 
and 
Virgilina 
when he came across two men, each 
driving a Ford sedan, one of them 
being stuck in a mudhole. 
He po- 
litely offered his services and pro- 
ceeded to give aid to the men in their 
difficulty. 
The three were unable to 
get the car out of the hole. Chandler, 
in some way. learned that the men 
had on a large quantity of rye whisky. 
Chandler left the two men still stren- 
uously working to free their machine 
and hurried back to South Boston 
and made known h:s discovery to the 
four other men mentioned 
above. 
They laid their plans and were soon 
speeding back to the scene of the 
strangers. 
With them they carried 
rifles, it i" said. 
According to the 
story of the two men. the flv* youths 
held them up at the point of the guns 
and took the whisky from their ma-

thought, time and energies of 
Mr. 


Hughes as the active directive head 
of a business which developed with 
suf.-h rapidity proved too great a strain 
upon the health and vitality of this 
'man, who had developed such a gen- 
ius for organization and such a mas- 
tery of Ehe business that his judgment 
and courage bombined enabled him to 
achieve such remarkable results. 


The strain on the intellectual and 


physical powers of Mr. Hughes began 
to tell on his healtn and strength 
and he himself was forced to a recog- 
nition of this fact In the summer of 
1918, after a strenuous season in buy- 
ing, handling and ordering on such a 
big scale. Despite the advice of his 
physicians that he must rest, he found 
it almost impossible to realize the 
necessity for inactivity, even for a 
time, with such heavy responsibilities 
of a financial and business sort de- 
volving principally 
upon 
him. 
He 
tried to slow down and to indulge in 
recreation, but the summer- of 19 IS 
found him but little improved, and in 
the autumn of that year he went to 
Richmond to consult eminent medical 
specialists. 
Then it developed that 
he was a victifti of high blood pressure 
and that hardening of the arteries had 
begun. 
After undergoing treatment 
and adopting a regimen all the early 
part of the 
winter of 1919-20, his 


condition continued to be so perturb- 
ing to him and his friends that he 
went to Clifton Springs sanitarium, 
N. Y., for rest and treatment and 
there spent the rest of the winter and 
spring. Always hopeful and determ- 
ined, he took a rest cure treatment 
for two or three months at the home 
of his brother, Col.'W. T. Hughes. This 
treatment not proving sufficiently effi- 
cacious, he went to Johns Hopkins 
hospital.^ Baltimore, for diagnosis and 
treatment Thereafter he again sought 
the benefits of rest and recuperative 
treatment at 
Clifton Springs again, 


but returned to Danville in November, 
1920, 
and then seemed very much 
improved, in the judgment 
of his 


family. 
Soon after Christmas, however, Mr. 
Hughes began failing rapidly and the 
development 
caused acute concern 
and even alarm to his kinsmen and his 
friends. 
On January 13th, 1921-—a 
little more than 14 months ago he 
sustained a stroke of paralysis, effect- 
ing his left side and has remained at 
the General Hospital ever since. Dr. 
Tucker, of Richmond, Va., and Dr. 
Francis X. Dercum, a specialist of 
Philadelphia, were sent for and ex- 
amined him in the spring of last year, 
but their diagnoses and professional 
judgment afforded his friends small 
rround for hope that his condition 
would ever be materially Improved. 
Always ctieerfu! and with, , splendid 
courage and unfailing faith, his pow- 
. ers of resistance were virtually broken 
down when in October last, the pa- 
ralysis extended to his right aide and 
he was rendered helpless.

thoughtful of, others and maintained 
a semblance of cheerfulness almost to 
the very last. During all his long ill- 
ness he has had the very best medical 
attention, hospital care and treatment 
and the devotion of his nurses. As 
long as he was conscious he exchang- 
ed pleasantries with the nurses and 
strove to feign a cheerfulness he could 
hardly have felt. 


For weeks this brave fighter for life 
has lain helpless, always faintly hope- 
ful of a turn in the long lane that was 
carrying him so constantly down hill. 
On Friday, his nurse atter an ex- 
change of pleasantries left him a mo- 
ment to go to the diet kitchen, telling 
him he was so nice she was going to 
reward him' with some custard. His 
condition at that moment seemed al- 
most as good as it had been for sev- 
eral weeks. On her return, she was 
shocked to find 'him in convulsions 
and hastened to secure medical ad- 
vice and such treatment as might 
promise relief. Fortunately his lead- 
ing physician was in the hospital of- 
fice at the time and he responded. 
quickly and adopted such measures' 
as offered any hope of arresting t'ne 
alarming development if possible. On 
Friday night and all of Saturday he 
was given oxygen and such stimula- 
tion as it was possible to afford. In 
the afternoon of Saturday, a beautiful 
spring afternoon, he appearedj to res- 
pond somewhat to the treatment anil 
to rally slightly, bur. even the most. 
hopeful realized that the end could 
not be long prevented or deferred. 
Mr. Hughes had never married. He 


had spent much of his time since his 
•health declined with his brother and 
sister. Colonel and Mrs. W. T. Hughes, 
both of whom -were untiring in their 
tboughtfulness and attentions.

Many local institutions shared his 
interest and his generosity. 
It was

having a large share in the direction 
of this great philanthropy. Among 
his other donations and contributions 
to the equipment and improvement 
of the hospital was the installation of 
a modern elevator, long sorely needed.

member, and when the movement to 
build the present beautiful modern 
edifice was inaugurated, he was a 
liberal contributor and took a keen 
interest in the project. It was he who 
contributed the chimes which did so 
much t"o the handsome church organ.

board, he was identified with the Dan- 
ville Country Club, the. Danville Golf 
club, the Tuscarora club and was res- 
ponsive to all calls upon him of a pa- 
triotic and public spirited character.

Mr! Hughes, and he had an extensive 
acquaintance among men promijient 
in the tobacco trade of Virginia and 
the Carolinas and those • of foreign 
countries.

Federal Officials Ask for 


Fleet to Crush Smuggling 
from Bahamas. 


SAVANNAH. 
Ga., 
March 
28.— 
With national prohibition less than 
three yearn old. Savannah and its 
contiguous territory southward as far 
as 
Brunswick, 
honeycombed with 
scores of narrow coves and inlets, has 
become the clearing point for the 
contraband 
liquor supply of four 


slates. 
Along the swampy Georgia coast 


'mystery" ships plying the trade 
from the British West Indies drop 
their anchors almost nightly and un- 
:oad into smaller vessels which dart 
furtively from the protection of the 
darkned shares on signal, thousands 
of cases of European liquors, wines 
and cordials. 
This contraband cargo finds its 


way further up the coast in boats, 
overland by automobile and by var- 
ious other methods to the lockers and 
cellars of those able to pay the price. 
Federal prohibition agents working 
the territory estimates that approxi- 
mately 10,000 cases of this liquor is 
unloaded and distributed along the 
Georgia' coast on each trip of the 
ships which receive their cargoes 
from the Bahama Islands, 60 miles 
off Miami, Fla. These trips, accord- 
ing to the officers, vary from two to 
three times a -week. 
Most of the liquor unloaded on the 


Georgia coast goes to Georgia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina and Ten- 
nessee. The whiskey runners deal' in 
wholesale quantities largely. 
From 


their distributees the stuff is retailed 
to the consumer and the small bopt- 
legger throughout the territory cov- 
ered.

Federal agents are frank to say 
that EO Jong as they are compelled to 
depend on catching the liquor after 
it has been landed on the coast after 
removal from the vessels which bring 
It in, they cannot hope for a great 
measure of success in breaking up 
the traffic. They declare the only so- 
lution of the problem la for the gov- 
ernment to put into commission a 
large number of submarine chasers 
or other speedy boats. 


These could watch the liquor ships, 
they say, from the time they are 
loaded at Nassau, Biminl and other 
points in the West Indies, and hang 
to their trail until an attempt is made 
to unload the cargo of liquor within 
the three-mile limit, or it is actually 
unloaded outside the three-mile lim- 
it and brought within that radius by 
the smaller boats, which make their 
headquarters in the coves and inlets. 


It was after reaching this conclu- 
sion that FVed Dismukes, national 
prhibition director for Georgia, rec- 
ommended to Prohibition Commis- 
sioner Maynea the use of idle chasers 
lying In the navy yards for patrol 
duty along the Georgia and Florida 
coasts. 
. 


Regardless, however, of whether 
these boats, to be manned by" regular 
navy crews, under the direct charge 
of federal enforcement agents, will be 
put into use or not. plans for the 
breaking up Of the smuggling on a 
larger scale than ever before are be- 
ing matured and probably will be put 
into effect immediately, it is stated. 
Already the vanguard of the prohibi- 
tion enforcement army, consisting of 
the picked men o%the force from 
several states, is beingthrown along 
the Georgia coast, heavily armed and 
with definite instructions to get the 
rum runners at any cost. 
" 
They will throw a cordon along the 
entire coast in an effort to seize the 
liquor after it Is landed, depending 
for success largely upon force of 
numbers and unceasing vigilance. If 
the boats requested are made avail- 
able by the government, these men 
alao will be put in charge of them In 
an endeavor to scotch the whiskey 
•snake" at its Head before the liquor 
has been landed. 
To date, according" to consensus, 
the rum, runners, who appear to be 
legion, have had thing* pretty much 
their own way? without serious in- 
convenience from the Interference of 
federal or state .officers.
